_ PROHIBITION.—As there seems to 
be some misunderstanding as to the 
exact result of prohibition we pub- 
lish the following as one of the sec- 
tions of the original bill: 

Sec. 5. That if a majority of the 
votes cast at any such election, in any 
township,shall have written or print- 
ed on the same the word ‘‘prohibi- 
tion,’’then and in that case it shall not: 
be lawful for the County Commission- 
ers to license the sale of spirituous li- 
quors, or for any person to sell 
any spirituous liquors within such 
township, for one year next after 
any such election, and if person 
so prohibited shall sell any spir- 
ituous liquors within such town- 
shi P, such person offending shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction of such offence 
shall be fined not exceeding fifty dol- 
lars or imprisoned not exceeding one 
month, but if a majority of the votes 
so cast, shall have written or printed 
on the same the word “‘license’”’ then 
spirituous liquors may be sold in such 
townships as now provided by law, 
and not otherwise: Provided, That 
nothing herein contained shall affect 
localities in which the sale of spirit- 
uous liquors are prohibited by law. 

As will be seen, the County Com- 
missioners will be prevented, if pro- 
hibition succeeds, from granting fur- 
ther license for the selling of spiritu- 
ous liquors. This does not interfere 
with United States license for whole- 
saling, nor does it interfere with sel- 
ling malt liquors. The County Com- 
missioners only grant license for 
RETAILING.
